homeslte's in the vast woodlands 



of the state, They paddled canoes 
along the clear waterways which 
surround and criscross the land. 
They breathed the cle ar, air th at 
blew through the trees and across 
the rambling prairie state. 

Today, Illinois residents still re- 
ly heavily on the vast waterways 
for their health, economic, indus- 
trial, agricultural and recreational 
needs. But, things have changed 
drastically over the past 150 years. 

At first glance, all seems well 
With the air, land and water, in 
Illinois. .But, there arc growing 
hints- of trouble. . A sign on a 
rlverbank cautions that swimming 



is polluted. During the summer 
months, many communities pass 
ordinances prohibiting lawn sprink- 
ling. Foul odors rise from streams, 
driving away picnickers and fish- 
ermen . Far mland is left untillcd 
because of deep "Erosive gullies, j 
Dead fish and wildlife surround 
streams and ponds because of 
deadly chemicals and waste prod- 
ucts in the water. : V*'j 

In some places, there arc morn- 
ings when every man, woman and; 
child wakes. up coughing— because 
or the polluted air, filled with 
chemicals and dust, that causes 
respiratory ailments. - 

The problems of pure air and 
water resources vary from com- 



munity to community throughout 
the state. A. town with plenty of 
water may have a severe air pol- 
lution problem. Or a town whose 
deep. wells threaten to run dry 
from over pump ing may have plen- 
ty of water In a nearby river 
that can't be used because of pol- 
lution. ' . 

As the population increases and 
urban areas and industries ex- 
pand, these problems can be ex- 
pected Ho intensify. Already a 
densely populated urban state, 
Illinois can expect some 13 million 
residents needing water in 1980; 
and 18 million by the year 2020. 

Authorities already point out 
that the, population expansion -and 
spread of urbanization have cre- 



ated serious shortages* in water 
resources and that planning must 
be undertaken at once if residents 
will have enough water for their 
basic needs 50 years from now. 

Not only is the 1 very air to 
breathe and water, to drink re- 
sources facing severe shortages 
in the ■ future, but the economic 
status of the entire state is en- 
dangered. Industrial, agricultural 
and recreational' needs arc near 
ing the crisis point due to. the lack 
of sufficient resources and the 
ever-increasing pollution problem; 
; Economically, Illinois is still 
growing at a fast pace. Last year 
over a thousand hew businesses 
opened in the state. Companies 
already operating arc in the pro- 



cess of expansion. In manufactur- 
ing, the state ranks third in. the 
nation, with a total industrial out- 
put expected to reach 23 billion 
dollars in 191(0. Bjil, industry must 
have water to meet its needs, and 
it must also find ways to correct 
the air and water pollution it ! 
causes in turn: 

The Illinois farmer leads the na- 
tion, in' total production of field 
crops. - But; more and more land 
is"-, becoming unusable due; to 
erosion and unbalanced water 
supplies. The only way the. Illinois 
farmers maintain and advance 
their position as agricultural 
leaders is through better and con- 
tinued conservation of water re- 
sources. 



In recent years, Illinois has be-> 
come the vanguard in interna- 
tional trade. World: conditions 
have opened up new opportunities 
for commerce and Illinois leads 
all other stales in the total value 
of exports. In lOWi, the total ex- 
ports amounted to two billion dol- 
lars, in industrial and processed 
goods, and almost 670 million dol- 
lars in agricultural products. It is 
expected that these figures will 
at least doubfe. in the next ten 
years. 

But the strategic position now 
held by thd. state demands that 
the water resources arc sufficient 
for, the production of these goods 
and the transport alion of the raw 
and finished produces. 



flic need for public land and 
water far exceeds the present' sup- 
ply in Illinois.' The slate has the 
smallest amount of public recre> 
alion land' per capital of any state.. 
Illinois has 5.6 percent of the na- 
tion's population, but its residents 
must share only 0,5 percent of the 
country's recreation land. By 1980 
there will be 13 million people de- 
manding boating, camping, swim- 
ming' andr. fishing '■: water within 
easy driving range, of their 
homes. 

Economically, the recreational 
deficiencies also Cost the state a 
lot of money cacli year. More 
than half of Illinois' residents va- 
cation out of state, where they 
spend half a billion dollars a year. 



And, due to the shortage of recre- 
ational areas! out-of-staters don't 
want to tour Illinois, 
| Even where there arc present 
I recreational areas, the . problems 
of pollution has encroached- upon 
the facilities available. Hundreds 
of trees throughout the state arc 
shriveled and damaged by poisons 
in the air. In streams, ponds and 
lakes fish arc floating belly up 
and wildfolk is dying on the shore 
because of deadly chemicals and 
oxygen-consuming waste products 
in the water.- 

During the past few months, nu- 
merous conservation and water 
resources officials have pointed 
out that the multi-faceted prob- 
lems cannot be solved with one 
simple answer.

The Gospel Blimp, a color film 
based on Joseph Bayly's book, is 
coming to the Antioch_Ev./Free 
Church, Tiffany Road.

Through it all, there is 
a familiarity about the people and 
the feeling they. have that makes 
one stop and wonder whether this 
couldn't really happen. - 



Chicago— A new method of pay- 
ing auto accident claims will be 
tested in several northern Illinois 
counties starting July 1, it was re- 
vealed at the Illinois State Bar 
Association's annual meeting at 
Chicago's Pick-Congress Hotel. 

Ten of the nation's largest auto, 
insurance companies conducted a 
pilot test of the new-clairos- 
handling. system in Kane and Du- 
Page counties lost March with 
"very encouraging"- results, said 
John S. Hamilton, 'Jr:, vice presi- 
dent and general counsel of the 
American Mutual Insurance Al- 
liance, Chicago. 

Hamilton said all 10 participat- 
ing companies will continue using 
the new system, called Guaran- 
teed Benefits, in the original two- 
county test area. Most of (he 10 
also will expand the test into part 
or "all of several adjacent 1 coun- 
ties, including Lake, McHenry, 
Kendall and suburban portions of 
Cook County. 

"The favorable results of the 
pilot experiment have encouraged 
a larger group of companies to 
embark on a similar field of 
Guaranteed Benefits in the Ro- 
chester-Syracuse area of New 
York on July 15," said Hamilton. 

These experiments probably 
will run for several months, he 
said,4o collect detailed informa- 
tion on 2,000 to 3,000 bodily injury 
claims in each state. Modern re- 
search lech n iques a nd "computer 
facilities arc being used to meas- 
ure the public acceptance and 
cost of settlements under the new 
claims procedure. 

The Illinois test of Guaranteed 
Benefits is being conducted at the 
invitation of State Insurance Di- 
rect or Joh n F. Bolton, Jr. 

The participating eompanieswill 
offer persons with valid bodily in- 
jury claims against their policy- 
holders a hew settlement option 
providing up to $12,500 per person 
in payments for such items as 
medical expenses, wage losses, 
physical impairments and the 
inconvenience associated with the 
injury. There's also a survivor's 
benefit. 

All persons with valid bodily in- 
jury claims will be paid up to 
$5,000 in medical benefits without 
having to make any kind of com- 
mitment, said Hamilton. These 
claimants also can choose to ac- 
cept up to $7,500 in optional or 
elective benefits for lost wages 
and other damages. But to- get 
these optional benefits they have 
to agree orally that their claim is 



settled and they- won't sue. 

Hamilton said these "no red 
tape"- offers are a deliberate at- 
tempt to speed up claim settle- 
ments and to eliminate some of 
the expense and irritations involv- 
ed in bargaining for a liability 
settlement. However, he stressed 
that claimants who prefer to pur- 
sue a liability claim may reject 
the $7,500 package of optional 
benefits and take their chances 
with a conventional claim or law- 
suit. In that event, the insurance 
company would pay the' medical 
benefits anyway and credit, the 
payments against the- ultimate 
settlement. 

Property damage claims will 
continue to be handled under pres- 
ent claims procedures in all cases, 
Hamilton said. * ." : . ■"•• 

He said the Guaranteed Bene- 
fits system is. not a new coverage, 
but an experimental method of 
handling claims under existing 
auto liability insurance policies,' 

.However, Hamilton said if the 
experiments in Illinois and New 
York indicate that the Guaranteed 
Benefits program offers an im- 
provement over present claims 
procedures, it is expected that 
eligibility requirements will be 
broadened so that nearly all per- 
sons injured, in auto accidents 
would be offered the payments 
even if they were at fault in the 
accident. ,"£l .. 

—He-said paying on a. no-fault 
basis would require changes in 
Illinois liability laws and in to- 
day's auto liability policies, how- 
ever. One major purpose of the 
current tests is to find out what 
effect such a change would have 
on the over-all cost of auto insur- 
ance. Companies taking part will 
collect- statistics and information 
on. all aceidehts involving their 
policyholders Jin the test areas, 
even though the Guaranteed Bene- 
fits offers cannot be made at this 
time except in cases where their 
policyholder was at fault, he said.

Merit System Bill 

Springfield, III., June 18— The 
Executive Committee of the Illi- 
nois House of . Representatives 
killed House Bill 2579, which called 
for establishment of a Merit sys- 
tem in the Secretary of State's 
Office.

The bill introduced at the re- 
quest of Secretary of Stale Paul 
Powell would have provided for

State's office where special skills 
are involved. . 

Mr. Powell said the bill is in 
keeping with his philosophy that 
there is a need -in government for 
both the merit and patronage sys- 
tems'. • 

Secretary Powell recalled that 
during his service in the House of 
Representatives that he co-spon- 
sored 'the Personnel Code covering 
employees under the Governor and 
he co-spDnsored the legislation 
creating and amending the Merit 
system for the State Police. *
